“Super-Maximum” Payment Is 


Suggested For Exceptional Teacher 


The ‘‘super-maximum’’ plan 
adopted at the School Committee 
meeting Dec. 18 may be short- 
lived, or it may find its way into 
the 1963 schedule. 

In fact, the apparent reason why 
a majority of the Committee voted 
for it last week is to keep the 
subject alive for further debate. 

Member John S. Sullivan pro- 
posed adoption, and Dr. Milton J. 
Meyers joined in, with a second. 
It took the vote of Chairman Robert 
McIntyre to break the tie, when 
members Vincent P, Davey and 
William Doherty opposed 
action. 

What Is It? 

In effect, the ‘‘super-maximum’”’ 
is a merit plan. 

The motion specified that $300 
should be paid, for *‘exceptional’’, 
and in another place ‘‘outstanding”’ 
teachers. 

The superintendent would re- 
commend the teachers for this 
payment, which is to be based on 
classroom work. 

Those teachers who have com- 
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pleted 11 years of experience will 
be eligible, whether they are on 
the bachelor’s master’s, 
master’s-plus -30 or the doctor’s 
track. 

Only 20 percent of the teachers 
eligible may have the payment, 
however. 

The payments will be made only 
year-to-year, and will be subject, 
thusly, to review. A teacher could 
lose the extra money if perform- 
ance decreased. 


Mr. Sullivan, in proposing the 


plan, said it will cost anestimated 
$1,400 in 1963. 

that the adminis- 
tration can select the exceptional 
teachers. 

To keep the plan selective, and 
to avoid the problem of paying 
merit funds to many teachers, he 
suggested that the 20 percent maxi- 
mum figure be established. 

This would, according to dis- 
cussion at the meeting last week, 
mean a maximum of 12 or 13 
teachers could be selected. 

Only resignations, retirements 
or an increase in the base figure 
on which the percentage is based 
will allow more teachers to re- 
ceive the payment.

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Thus if the maximum number 
was selected the first year, it 
would be very difficult for teachers 
in the following few years to re- 
ceive the additional compensation. 
Opposition Develops 

Opposition to the plan was voiced 
most strongly by member Vincent 
P, Davey. 

He noted that merit, in his 
opinion, had been incorporated into 
the salary schedule to strengthen 
the entire schedule, for all 
teachers. To adopt another type 
of plan this year, he felt, would 
not be necessary or practical. 
Rather, he wondered if the proposal 
should not be considered for 1964. 

Chairman McIntyre wondered if 
the plan provides enough incentive 
- actually, whether or not $300 is 
enough money. Another point made 
in the discussion referred to the 
exceptional teacher who happens 
to have less experience than some=

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Rodents Get Hun 


Young trees and valued shrubs 
require protection during the 
winter from damaging field mice, 
chipmunks and other rodents. 

These rodents, says Dr, Edward 
J, Duda, burrow tunnels beneath 
the snow at ground level, and by 
chewing, girdle the bark of trunks 
and stems. Spreading yew and 
juniper, hemlock and other ever- 
greens, as well as young deciduous 
and fruit trees, have ‘been exten- 
sively damaged when snows linger 
long and rodents become hungry. 

There have been cases where 
mice traveled over crust of snow 
two feet or more deep and girdled 
young trees far above ground. 

Repellants now on the market 
will discourage this feeding. En- 
closing the lower trunk of young 
trees with a fine-mesh wire is 
good practice. Home owners often 
pack the snowfall by tramping 
around the base of a small tree, 
This will eliminate air pockets 
and dishearten a rodent from 
tunneling.
